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Forgiveness for X-mas

Pres. Spencer W. Kimball’s first book, “The Miracle of Forgiveness” is 
destined to become one of the classics in Church literature. Although 
Pres. Kimball makes “no claim to originality or to literary genius,’ 
there are evidences of both; yet, neither get in the way of the message. 

“It is the destiny of the spirits of men to come to this earth and 
travel a journey of indeterminate length,” he writes. 


The journey leads through infancy with its carefree 
activities but rapid learning; through childhood with its 
little disappointments and stubbed toes, its injured feelings, 
its keen excitements; through youth with its exuberance, its 
likes and dislikes, its fears and hopes and _ intensities; 
through the young married period with its responsibilities, 
its competitions, its ambitions, its family-rearing, its 
accumulating; and through older age with its achievements, 
culminations, goal-reaching, relaxation and retirement. 


The reader gets the impression that this writing has been 
tempered ...that it has been made more resilient through hardship, 
more atuned through meditation. The literary delivery has been curbed 
to better control the doctrinal delivery. 


“J had made up my mind that I would never write a book,” he says in 
the preface, “but three main reasons changed my mind: 1) the need to 
indicate the seriousness of breaking God’s commandments; 2) the need 
to make the affirmation that man can be literally transformed by 
his own repentance and by God’s gift of forgiveness; and 3) the need to 
teach the word and warn the people.” . 


Whatever the reasons, people everywhere benefit from the chnage in 
mind. It’s a book for everyone, since all are sinners to some degree. 
And, this is a clear call for repentance—one that spells out sins and their 
consequences, one that outlines the steps toward forgiveness. Print is an 
-<especially suitable medium of expression for Pres. Kimball. Both the 
simplicity and the permanence of print compliment the message. The 
writing mirrors the man—he is fond of metaphores but employs them 
sparingly for desired effect and not for embellishment. And, one can 
see that he is close to scripture and to the source. In last week’s 
devotional assembly, Pres. Ezra T. Benson spoke of gifts worth getting 
and giving during this season. Forgiveness is one that he failed to 
mention, perhaps because it is an apt gift for any season, one that ought 
to be exchanged in any family gathering. Yet,-““The Miracle of 
Forgiveness” would make an especially meaningful Christmas gift.

Schools of religious thought are not an unusual element at any large 
university. BYU is no exception to the rule, exhibiting a variety of 
approaches to Mormon theology. Many students pursue the Cleon 
Skousen approach, emphasizing the relevance of Book of Mormon 
teachings in today’s world, ““You’ve got to pay the price,” is the motto 
of another BYU favorite, George Pace. Others are moved to action by 
the positive mental attitude proclaimed by Stephen Covey. But perhaps 
the group of greatest diversity, ranging from honors students to the 
“average Joe” (who is insistent on auditing for fear of flunking), are the 
self-made philosophers on campus who reverance and love the teachings 
of Truman G. Madsen. Being the first recipeint of the Richard L. Evans 
Chair of Christian Understanding, Dr. Madsen occupies a unique 
position among Mormon professors. 

“The Chair’ as Dr. Madsen terms it, has a three-fold purpose. First, it 
provides for commuting professorships. The past two years, in addition 
to teaching philosophy at BYU, has has been commuting weekly to the 
Graduate Theological Union in Berkeley, California, to teach a 
three-hour class for doctoral students. This semester the class is on 
Mormon religious experience. Secondly, the position entails one-night 
speeches or lectures at universities and other organizations interested in 
religious thought. Thirdly, the future should bring about creative 
television productions which will familiarize people with Mormon 
culture and distinctions. 


Right man for the job 

The teaching experience at the Graduate Theological Union (GTU) 
has opened the door for the clarification of Mormon thought in 
academic circles. Dean Claude Welce of GTU stated, ““At GTU we strive 
for the broadest and most productive interchange possible, and Dr. 
Madsen, who holds the Richard L. Evans Chair of Christian 
Understanding at BYU, is eminently suited to begin the dialogue with 
Mormons.” Requests for authentic Mormon source materials are now 
coming from schools all over the country. 

Scott G. Kenney, one of Dr. Madsen’s LDS students at GTU, 
commenting on the subject wrote, “So far as I can tell among students, 
faculty, and administration, Dr. Madsen’s service here has helped 
generate great interest in ‘Mormon studies,’ and established a notable 
reputation for the academic acumen of Mormon professors.” 

Earlier this year, Dr. Madsen was named as a new member of the 
National Council on Humanities, a group appointed by the President of 
the United States, each for a six-year term. Beginning in June, the 
Council will sponsor a thirteen-week television series centered around 
the Adams Family in Early America, as part of the Bicentennial. Dr. 
Madsen anticipates a real growth spurt in the influence of the Chair, as 
a result. Typical of his manner of expression, he commented, “Mormon 
perspective needs to be put in the hopper.” Realizing the impact of 
Mormonism, through cultural and historical contributions, he hopes 
that Mormon studies will emerge as a new and vital area of academic 
and spiritual pursuit in the bicentennial year. 


Chair to influence thousands 

The late President Harold B. Lee predicted that thousands of people 
would be influenced and changed through the activities of the Evans 
Chair, but added to Dr. Madsen that he would never know in this life 
how much he had really done. 

Numerous lectures, resulting conversions, and growing numbers of 
inquiries are all indicative of the fulfilling of President Lee’s prophetic 
words. Dr. Madsen has received invitations to speak at the University of 
Texas, San Diego State, Harvard Divinity School, the University of 
Calgary, and many more. Television appearances are also growing in 
number. The Evans Chair is on its way to full potential, Mormon 
studies are expanding, and the letters of praise pour in to Dr. Madsen.

When asking how he felt about the many tributes paid to him, Dr. 
Madsen replied, ‘‘“None of us is immune to honest gratitude when 
someone is touched,” but, concluded his answer with a quote from 
President J. Reuben Clark, Jr., “We are no better than we are.”

A celebration of dance, a fond 
Peneem Ovance. Of past 
acquaintances, a proving ground 
for future competitions and 
another fulfillment of the work 
and dreams of a small packet of 
energy and enthusiasm—this 
weekend’s Christmas Around the 
World was many things. 

Mary Bee Jensen, head of the 
Folkdancers of BYU, is a petite, 
excited woman with huge love 
and respect for “‘my kids.” Gifted 
with a pleasant, strong voice Mary 
Bee had once hoped to become a 
renowned square dance caller. The 
twirlers, however, seemed to 
prefer a man’s voice for calling so 
she chose folk dancing as her 
“lifetime hobby.” 

Mrs. Jensen first organized the 
folkdancers in 1956 with 12 


couples whose first performance 
was at a smorgasbord in Orem. 
Today the folkdancing club boasts 
a membership of 264 performing 
over a hundred shows during the 
academic year. Last September 
1,200 women auditioned for 29 
available memberships. 

At first Mrs. Jensen taught all 
the dances, attending summer 
folkdance workshops in California 
for her own training. The past 10 
summers, however, have found 
the folkdancers and Mary Bee in 
Europe. ‘“‘Now we have experts in 
folkdance from all over the world 
visit the campus to teach us 
dances and we’ve had the best 
teachers possible for Hungarian, 
Polish, Armenian and Ukrainian 
dances,”’ she said. 

The dances performed by the 
folkdancers are patterned as close 
as possible to the performance by 
a group native to the country. On

the clogs dances commemorating 
the U.B. Bicentennial, Mary Bee 
said, “‘“The choreography is 
exactly as we saw it performed 
but the girls’ dresses were really 
short. Ours are still short but 
they’re a lot longer than the 
original group.” 


Mrs. Jensen has discovered 
several benefits coming from 
folkdancing. “It isn’t just dancing, 
it’s a way of life,” she said. “It 
develops such understanding and 
appreciation for international 
friendship. My kids have become 


very sensitive to world cultures.” 


But, says Mary Bee Jensen, 
what makes the folkdancers great 
are not the dances or me, it’s the 
Keds dune ye shaver suche .a 
dedication to perfection in dance 
and a respect and love for each 
other. They’re a great bunch.”
